And whereas divers Delinquents are prorectcd from publike Juſtice 
by his Majetties Army, and ſundry outrages and 1apines are daily 
committed by the Souldiersof the ſid Army , who have no reſpe& 
tothe Lawes of Goa or the Land, bur burne and piunder tie Hou. 
ſes, and ſeize and deftroy the perſons and goods of divers His Maje- 
ſties good SubjeRs; And whcreas for the miintenance ot the {a1d Are. © | 

my divers aficflements are made npon feverall Countics,an t His Mas . 
jelties' SubjeCts are compelied by the fruldiers to pay the ſame ,
